Territory and Alaska flew with his 
moving picture camera above a great 
herd of caribou and was forced to 
land in their midst. 


The herd is part of the great body 


of caribou which 
annually 
trecks 


across the region near Dawsson and 
Eagle. Prest had flown by around 
about way from San Bernadlno, Calif., 
to the far north. 


RELATES STORY. 


His own story of his experience Is 


told In a despatch from Eagle to 
the Dawson Dally News: 


"Thirty minutes out. of Eagle my 


engine bucked," he said. "I looked 
for a landing place and picked what 
looked like a level spot. It was Nig- 
ger Head flat at the head of Deer 
Creek, eight miles south of Seventy- 
Mile river. I fixed the engine and 
noticed a couple of caribou. I set up 
my movie camera so as to get them. 


MIDST OF HERD. 


More of them were coming so I 


began to see about taking off. Turn- 
ing, I noticed five or six hundred car- 
ibou all around thi airship and cam- 
era and rushed back expecting to find 
the camera ruined, but no damage 


the ship went on her nose In the sofe 
going and broke the propeller. 


"I had been debating about killling 


one of the carcibou, but the debate 
ended when the propeller broke, so I 
killed one with my pistol and butch- 
ered him with a pocket knife. 


WIND WRECKS MACHINE. 


I was overhauling the motor- when 


a puff of wind finished the Job by 
turning the ship over on her back 
and breaking the radiator, 


"So I deserted the ship, stripped off 


the instruments and 
magneto 
and 


started to pack them down to the 
river. I got down with one load and 
saw I was not going to make it with 
the grub I had, so I cached' everything 
and went back to the ship and 'slept 
In its tall that (Sunday) night. 


"I had left my compass in a cache 


at the mouth of the Barney Creek, 
so I started without it, I was fur- 
ther out than I thought. I did not 
pick up the trail and. made a lot of 
unnecessary circles, climbing moun- 
tains for observation. It was raining 
steadily, but I had equipped myself 
with a small can of gasoline (or 
starting fires. 


"My shoes and feet were giving out 


and I was afraid to lie down to sleep. 
Finally on Wednesday I struck the 
trail at Nimrod Bar and shortly af- 


was done. I got ready to take off, butter a searching party hov» In sight."

Poultry Culling Season 


Here For Many Flocks 


Hens on Laying Vacation Should Be Sold at Once to 


Relieve Expense. 


BY B. H. WAI/WORTH, 


Ma con Conniy Fnrru Adviser. 


This Is the season of 
the 
year 


when hens in the average farm flock 
frequently begin to drop off in their 
production This may be flue to vari- 
ous causes. 
The same attention Is 


usually not given to feeding of poul- 
try In the summer as in the winter. 
They are generally left to pick up 
their own feed and it may be pos- 
sible they do not get well-balanced 
rations on that account. 


Then again, the summer is a na- 


tural period for broodiness and when 
hens are not given constant atten- 
tion they waste a good deal of time 
with out accomplishing 
anything. 


The third reason, and one that con- 
cerns every poultry raiser, is that 
hens vary in their ability to produce, 
even If given the right conditions 
for economical production. 


CULLING SEASON HERE. 


The season for culling out the 


flock in order to save those hens 
that will respond to good feeding 
anfl good housing- Is from the first 
of August to about the first of Oc- 
tober. 
Cul'.lng of farm poultry is 


coming to be a very common prac- 
tice among the people who make an 
appreciable part 
of their 
income 


from chickens 


Suggestions >«n poultry culling ap- 


pear from time to time, but the Ex- 
tension Department of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois has recently sent out 
a brief article which carries the es- 
sentials of culling farm poultry. It 
runs as follows1 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


"Hens that don't lay are not worth 


keeping on the farm. 
At the same 


time every good hen is probably en- 
titled to a reasonable vacation or 
rest period once a year.

made of planks, eight feet long, fopr 
feet wide, and one foot deep Is a good 
size. Place It In the shade, fill it half 
full of water, add one pint of a coal 
tar dip a» a disinfectant and a table- 
spoon of crude oil on top. This bath 
can be cleaned out and renewed fre-

Chinch bugs which have been fly 


,ns the past week are now setting 
n the corn. They are laying their 
eggs and a new brood of chinch bugs 
will hatch about Aug. 1. This brood 
of chinch bugs Is the one that will do 
the-most damage to the crops. 


The work of tho brood 
of chinch 


bugs which settles In the corn Is not 
no apparent at first 
They eat the 


roots of the plant and rob it of Its 
strength 
The stalks fall over 
In 


cases because the roots are 
eaten 


away. The corn when matured !s 
light and chaffy and grades low. 


Some May Escape. 


Some farmers who fought the firs 


brood of chinch bugs will have com 
paratively few of the second brood in 
their corn. Many farmers, however 
felt that it was not worth the! 
while to fight the bugs, that the re 
suit would not warrant the expend! 
tui;e of time and money. 
, 


The chinch bugs in the first stages 


may be destroyed and checked manj 
times by the use of tar lines ditches 
and other methods, but In the adul 
stage the bugs have wings 
They fly 


from the wheat stubble Into the corn 
lands and lay their eggs. It 15 the 
impossible to cheek them.

The American bison, or 
buffalo, 


which came so nearly to total ex- 
tinction about 1900, is now saved to 
the world, even if the majority of 
the living animals are protected by 
•large fenced ranges. 
Safe estimate 


for total number of animals in the 
•world Is about 10,000. Of these Can 
ada has 5,080. The Unit J States has 
3,393. 
The few remaining animals 


are in European parks. 


In 1886 the number of animals was 


reduced to about 300, according to 
Hornaday. 
The American bison so- 


ciety, organized to save the noble 
animal, aroused public sentiment to 
the danger of losing entirely the 
famous animal of the great plains 
raised a fund of over $10,000 for the 
purchase of a small herd, secured 
•congressional action for obtaining 
suitable 
range, a n d 
undoubtedly 


saved the buffalo. 


In a few years, from about 18S2 to 


18S6, 
the great herds of millions 


passed from their open home on the 
plains through the Breed of man, a 
sad lesson in wanton wastefulness 
Had each animal thus recklessly de- 
stroyed brought no more to the gov- 
ernment than a dollar, the amount 
would have more than equaled the 
purchase price of Alaska. 


The American bison range, con- 


taining nearly 20,000 acres. Is a few 
miles from Missoula, Mont., and now 
contains 430 American bison, includ- 
ing forty spring calves, twenty-five 
pronghorn antelope, twenty whits- 
tailed deer, 
forty black-tailed or 


mule deer, 276 elk or wapiti.

Three-Tube Super-Regenerative Circuits.

A combination of three tubes may 


be used in the 
super-re-generative 


leceiver circuit. 


The third tube 
acts as an audio 


frequency amplifier 
and is coupled 


to the plate circuit of the controller 
or oscillator tube through an audio 
frequency transformer. 


Where this arrangement 
is used, 


the filter circuit becomes essential, 
for the received signals are very 
powerful. Any of the 
high pitched 


oscillations 
generated 
by the cir- 


cuits of the tube O will be amplified 
to the point, where they may com- 
pletely mar the voice or music. 


It is not easy 
to construct 
the 


filter circuit. 


The resistances, Rl and R2, should 


be non-inductive and have a value of 
10,000 to 15,000 ohms 
each. 
They 


may be purchased 
from 
a supply 


store in the form of carbon resis- 
tance rods, or they may be one of 
the several special types of resis- 
tance units such as the lavite units 
used by the Western Electric Com- 
-pany. 


Condenser C3 should 
be variable 


of a maximum capacity of .005 MF. 
This is a fairly large variable unit 
and rather expensive. 


The inductance, L5 is an Iron core 


having a value 
of 
approximately 


one henry, and may be ordered from 
any established manufacturer. 


Figure 6 shows a, compromise cir- 


cuit using three tubes. The results 
with this last circuit will compare 
very favorably with 
those of the 


circuit in the 
other figure. It is 


amply suited for use in conjunction 
with the loud speaker. 
The advan- 


tage gained here is that little, if any, 
of the audible oscillation of the cir- 


cuits of the tube 0 will be appar- 
ent.

pained nothing and merely have a 
large number of consumers after the 
honey flow Is over.

than any other sitting Senator. 


Culberson is one Senator on whom

Mad dog! Perhaps you will hear 


that terrible cry once or twice this 
summer. It Is a signal to scurry lor 
shelter. 


During the "dog days" ot summer, 


everybody fears a "mad dog" 
Yet 


rablea or hydrophobia, which often 
follows the bite of a "mad" or rabid 
dog is just as dangerous In winter 
as during the hot Season. For rabies, 
contrary to popular opinion, is an all- 
the-year-round disease. 


The germ that causes 
rabies 
Is 


present In the saliva of a rabid ani- 
mal and enters the body of another 
animal or human being through, a 
bite or break in the skin. 


Generally 
the 
disease develops 


within from 15 to 90 days In man, 
though it has been known to develop 
as early as 10 days ana as late as a 
year or more after the infecting bite. 


To guard against the danger of 


rabies, everyone should know the 
symptoms

Big Four Trail. 


Shslbyvllle, July 22—The Chamber 


of Commerce met Friday 
and dis- 


cussed the location of the state aid 
road from Shelbyvllle 
to Windsor. 


Windsor and Strasburg had repre 
sentatlves at the meeting. The rout* 
laid out by the state highway depart- 
ment Is to be along the south side 
of; the Big Pour railroad from the 
Thornton Crossing, one mile east, of 
Shelbyvllle to Windsor. This moves 
tha route from one to two miles 
north of what ,is known as the BlK 
Pour Trail. 
StrasburB people.asked tt« co-op- 


eration of Shelbyville and Windsor 
in having the route to be paved fol- 
low the Big Four Trail. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the represen- 
tatives of Windsor 
and Strasburg 


agreed that a member of each place 
go to Springfield, and see what could 
be done to have the present route 
known as the Big Pour Trail laid 
out for paving. There will be noth- 
ing done however that will Jepordize 
the prospects of having 
the route 


paved. 
Mayor Chew will represent 


Shelbyvllle.

Unique Lincoln Statue In 
Rosemond Cemetery, Pan® 


Scarcely Noticed Since Erected Nineteen Years Ago

Puna., July 22.—Out on the Illi- 


nois prairie near 
here, 
strangely 


alone In the silence of a country 
cemetery, stands a little known but 
very unusual statue 
of 
Abraham 


Lincoln. 


The humble burial ground called 


Rosemond cemetery Is not famous 
lor Its beautifully sloping hillsides, 
lt» long, fair driveways 
winding1 


amongv the tombs of tho dead, its 
flowered landscape, nor for its lllus- 
trat^ous dead themselvcr. 
For it 


has none of these. It has only its 
long grass and 
Its 
few, simple 


graves. 


REMARKABLE STATUE. 


But on a knoll In the center of the 


graveyard stands 
this 
remarkable 


statue. The heroic figure, with one 
hand flung aloft In ge ure, and the 
other holding a scroll, perhaps the 
manuscript of a speech, 
and 
the 


bronze head thrown bach—this Is 
the object the village of Rosmond 
will remember after it has long since 
forgotten Its few dead and when It 
"little remembers" the man who built 
the statue. 


This figure of Lincoln was erect- 


ed by the late Captain John W. Kit- 
chell and his wife, philanthropists of 
Pana.

Neither can they 
run if they ca.nnot secure transpor- 
tation of raw materials and finish- 
ed goods.

The level of the river between the 


two dams has dropped about four 


feet since Friday noon. In fact.it Is 


only directly below the new dam that 
there is water of any depth at all. 
Because the level of the lake 
was 


fast dropping the "four by four gate" 
in the new dam was closed. 


The volume 
of 
water 
running 


through the big flood gates Is very 
small. It is not nearly large enough 
to feed the stream below. The ditch 
around the old dam drained, 
away 


the water and now there Is only 
srMll stream of water 
about

feet wide and six Inches deep

In all other places the old dam 
is high and dry above the water.
